and memory that contains a data structure able to be accessed by the application, 
which accesses the application data structure and device using different formats (and 
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which is the vehicle by which data can be written to or read from the peripheral device); 
and reformat logic connected to the memory and processor, it is well known in the art. 
However the prior art of record, specifically Chandra et al (US No: 7,21 1,0008), and Botes et al 
(US 7,206924), taken either individually or combination fails to teach or suggest the limitation of, 
when the reformat logic changes the format of an access dynamically from the 
application targeting the application data structure to a format that is compatible with the 
device, thus allowing the application to manage the peripheral device without using a 
device driver, and when this logic also comprises alignment logic that employs a ""read- 
modify- write" procedure to write a value from the application data structure to the 
display driver without being limited by byte boundaries, the system is not found in the 
prior art.
